These  girls  have  had  unique 
experience  ~by  spending  time  in 
the  Utah  Valley  Hospital  during 
their  freshman  and  the  first  of 
their  sophomore  years.  Nursing 
students  usually  do  not  start 
hospital  training  until  their  soph- 
omore year.  Here  they  have  ob- 
served operations  and  performed 
basic  arts  such  as  making  beds 
and  giving  hypodermic  injec- 
tions.

Report  Shows 
Iran  Advance 

A Brigham  Young  University 
Point  Four  educational  delega- 
tion in  Iran  is  performing  ^ an 
“outstanding”  work  in  furthering 
the  secondary  education  program 
in  that  country,  according  to  a 
report  • received  recently  by  Dr. 
Ariel  S.  Ballif,  acting  dean  of 
the  Summer  School. 

Heading ' the  entire  secondary 
education  program  under  Point 
Four  is  Dr.  Reed  Morrill,  BYU 
professor  of  educational  admin- 
istration. Dr.  Morrill  has  been 
assigned  an  office  in  the  Central 
Office  Building  in  Teheran  and 
will  assist  in  developing  a 
teacher -training  program  for 
secondary  teachers  at  the  Univ- 
ersity of  Teheran. 

In  his  report  Dr.  Morrill  cited 
the  work  of  Max  Berryessa,  as- 
sistant professor  of  elementary 
education  at  BYU,  who  he  said 
is  held  in  “extremely  high  re- 
pute” by  Point  Four  officials  in 
Iran.

The  purpose  of  the  magazine 
is  to  stimulate  students  to  pro- 
duce creative  writings.  There  are 
many  students  on  campus  who 
have  abilities  and  qualifications 
for  creative  writing.  These  stu- 
dents have  an  outlet  in  the  Wye 
for  their  writings. 

Student  Experience 
The  magazine  also  gives  stu- 
dents experience  in  organizing 
and  managing  a staff,  and  pub- 
lishing a magazine. 

The  Wye  is  edited  by  five  stu- 
dents and  assisted  by  a faculty 
member.  The  editorial  staff  con- 
sists of  an  editor,  Dick  Pope,  an 
assistant  editor,  and  three  sec- 
tion editors.  Each  section  editor 
is  in  charge  of  either  fiction, 
non-fiction,  or  verse.  The  editor 
is  chosen  by  the  publicatipns 
committee,  the  same  committee 
which  chooses  the  editors  for  the 
Universe  and  Banyan. 

Each  quarter,  students  have 
an  opportunity  to  submit  their 
creative  work  for  publication. 
After  all  manuscripts  have  been 
collected,  the  six  staff  members 
separately  read  each  writing  and 
rate  them.  The  works  are  rated 
either  “not  fit  for  college  stan- 
dards, possible  for  publication.

Each  Work  Rated 
Since  all  manuscripts  are  sub- 
mitted 'with  names  attached  on 
separate  sheets,  the  readers  are 


able  to  rate  each  work  without 
knowing  its  author. 

The  Wye  is  not  only  for  stu- 
dents with  literary  writing  abili- 
ties. All  students  have  an  op- 
portunity to  submit  their  own 
photographs  and  art  work.  Each 
issue  has  several  photographs, 
and  each  article  has  accompany- 
ing art  work.

World  Today  . . . 

Smoking  Gets 
Involved 
With  Politics

“Not  one  case  of  throat  irri- 
tation from  smoking  (your  Jav- 
orite  brand).  This  is  a matter 
of  record,'”  And  so  , goes  the 
cigarette  commercial.  It  may  be 
“ a matter  of  record,”  but  it’s 
still  not  true. 

In  the  past  20  years,  cigarette 
cansumption  has  nearly  tripled 
in  the  United  States.  At  the  same 
time,  lung  cancer  has  quadrupled 
in  men  and  doubled  in  women. 
In  one  study,  95.5  of  men  with 
lung  cancers  were  heavy  smok- 
ers. This  had  led  some  to  sus- 
pect there  might  be  a correla- 
tion between  smoking  and  lung 
cancer.  Now,  after  years  of  ex- 
periments, a scientist " reports: 
“we  have  reproduced  cancer  ex- 
perimentally in  mice  by  using 
merely  the  tars  from  tobacco 
smoke.  This  shows  conclusively 
that  there  is  something  in  cigar- 
ette smoke,  which  can  produce 
cancer.  This  is  no  longer  merely 
a possibility.  Our  experiments 
have  proved  it  beyond  any 
doubt.” 

Threat  Not  Idle 
The  tobacco  industry  didn’t 
take ' this  threat  to  their  profits 
idly  smoking  a cigarette.  Here 
is  their  answer:  “no  one  has 
yet  proved  that  lung  cancer  in 
any  human  being  is  directly 
traceable  to  tobacco  or  any  of  its 
products  in  any  form.  . . there 
are  a few  scientists  who  report 
that  by  using  high  concentra- 
tions of  cigarette  smoke — entire- 
ly different  from  the  smoke 
which  a person  draws  from  a 
cigarette — and  painting  it  on  the 
skins  of  mice,  they  have  pro- 
duced skin  cancer  on  the  mice. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are 
many  more  scientists,  of  high 
repute,  who  have  made  similar 
experiments,  and  have  reported 
that  no  cancers  were  produced. 
Almost  all  scientists  agree  that 
there  is  no  known  relation  be- 
tween skin  cancer  on  mice  and 
lung  cancer  in  humans.  • • ^ 

When  we  get  the  smoke  out  of 
our  eyes  long  enough,  we  see 
more  than  a noble  bout  between 
tweedle-dee  and’tweedle-dum.  The 
cigarette  industry  rejects  the  find- 
ings of  a lone  scientist  because 
he  failed  to  have  the  majority 
on  his  side. 

Worst  Exhibition 
Here  we  have  an  exhibition  of 
the  worst  of  capitalism — the  dis- 
regard for  public  welfare,  when 
profits  are  jeopardized.  The  to- 
bacco industry  could  have  prom- 
ised to  find  what  it  is  that  causes 
cancer  and  remove  it,  but  they 
chose  to  blow  hot  air  on  the 
subject. 

What  does  all  this  have  to  do 
with  a political  column?  Well, 
communism,  socialism,  facism, 
which  seek  to  'destroy  the  free- 
dom of  men,  use  the  failings  of 
capitalism  to  get  in  the  door.  If 
a businessman  wants  to  keep  our 
country  free,  the  best  thing  he 
can  do  is  to  place  public  welfare 
above  his  profits. 

A business  tycoon,  (when  asked 
about  his  policies)  once  said,  “the 
public  be  damned.”  Happily,  we 
live  in  a day  when  the  public 
won’t  be  damned.

Purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  de- 
termine food  store  price  patterns 
throughout  the  United  States,  ac- 
cording to  the  survey  questionaire 
which  was  prepared  by  Boyd 
Blackham.  Grocery  stores  are  the 
most  significant  field  of  market- 
ing, representing  25  per  cent  of 
sales  in  the  United  States.

Seventy  students  will  take  the 
price  survey  in  200  grocery  stores 
in  30  cities.  Of  th^  70  students  to 
take  part  in  the  program  approx- 
imately half  are  marketing  stu- 
dents and_will  receive  class  credit 
for  their  work.  Others  will  receive 
$2  for  each  store  surveyed.  Teams 
will  go  to  stores  in  major  U.S, 
cities,  Calgary,  Alta.,  Canada,  and 
Anchorage,  Alaska. 

To  Be  A Check 

Both  Salt  Lake  City  and  Den- 
ver will  be  surveyed  but  one  city 
from  the  intermountain  region 
will  only  be  used  as  a check.  To 
determine  an  accurate  pattern  of 
prices,  20  to  24  stores  In  Los 
Angeles  will  be  surveyed. 

Freshi  produce  and  fresh  meat 
will  be  the  most  difficult  to  sur- 
vey, Richard  Rex  said,  because 
of  different  quality  and  cuts.  Rex, 
graduate  student  from  Richland, 
Wash.,  is  general  chairman.  Per- 
sonnel chairman  is  Gene  Kunz, 
Commerce  club  president. 

The  survey  will  cover  at  least 
119  items  in  fields  of  canned 
goods,  cereals,  cleansers  and 
household  items,  miscellaneous 
grocery  items,  dairy  products, 
frozen  foods,  fresh  produce,  and 
fresh  meat. 

BYU’s  marketing  survey  began 
with  surveys  of  Provo  stores  and 
then  covered  Salt  Lake  City,  Og- 
den, and  Price,  Professor  Taylor 
said.  Last  year  all  major  cities  in 
Utah  were  surveyed.

Brigham  Young  University  since 
1947,  Mr.  Sardoni  said.  It  has 
been  one  of  the  most  popular 
choral  works  ever  composed  and 
has  been  sung  more  than  any 
similar  work,  ever  since  its  com- 
pletion in  1741. 

The  oratorio  is  divided  into 
five  sections,  each  one  dealing 
with  a different  phase  of  Christ’s 
life  and  mission  on  earth.  It  be- 
gins with  The  Prophecy,  and 
carries  through  The  Fulfillment. 
The  Passion  and  Crucifixion, 
The  Glorification,  and  The  Res- 
urrection. 

Such  choral  favorites  as  “For 
Unto  Us  A Child  Is  Born,”  “Sure- 
ly He  Hath  Bcfrne  Our  Griefs,” 
and  the  ever-popular  “Hallelujah 
Chorus”  are  included  in  the  ora- 
torio.
